Dr. Dw ^h*. oustafson is now dean emeritus of the School of Fine Ans at 
Bob Jones University after having served as dean for more than 40 years. 
His serious interest in music composition began during graduate studies 
in church music at Bob Jones University where he eamed both bachelor 
of ans and master of ans degrees. He eamed the doctor of music degree in 
composition from Florida State University where he was the récipient of a 
graduate fellowship. 

As a conductor his first major assignment was the opéra Aida in 1955. In 1960 he was 
selected as one of ten young conductors to study conducting at the Aspen School of Music, 
and he was also selected as a panicipant in the American Opéra and Composers Forum, 
sponsored by the New York City Opéra. 

His choral and instrumental works are widely performed, and his compositions are found 
in the catalogs of several U.S. music publishers. His orchestral works hâve been performed 
by the Bob Jones University Symphony Orchestra, as well as by the Greenville Symphony 
Orchestra and the Symphonies of Dubuque, lowa; Altoona, Pennsylvania; and Owensboro, 
Kentucky. 

Among his original compositions and arrangements are five film scores, two opéras, and 
works for symphony orchestra, brass quintet, string quartet, soloists, and choir. 

As an administrator, “Dr. Gus” was greatly admired and highly respected. His talents as an 
opéra and symphonie conductor, composer, and teacher could hâve led him to try to devel- 
op a “group of dedicated disciples” to himself. He has, however, always deflected praise and 
focused crédit for his talents on God, the Giver of ail good things. 

He continues an active schedule of composing, conducting, teaching composition students, 
and serving as music director of the Bob Jones University Symphony Orchestra and the 
University Opéra Association. He is a conductor for high school all-state choirs and orches¬ 
tras and regularly conducts church choir clinics throughout the U.S.
